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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to Application filed on 01/08/02. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by US# 
6,842,770 B1. 

As per claims 1 , 7-8, 19-21 , Serlet et al. teaches "generating a user interface 
having means for receiving a specified application name, at least one specified search 
directory, at least one specified target director, and at least one specified file descriptor" 
(see col. 9, lines 63-67 and col. 10, lines 1-13) "automatically populating the specified 
target directory with each file, from the at least one specified search directory, matching 
the specified file descriptor, when the specified named application is started" (see col. 
col. 11, lines 2-45). 

As per claims 2, 5, and 1 1 , Serlet et al. teaches "automatically moving each file, 
from the at least one specified search directory, matching the specified file descriptor, 
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into the specified target directory when the specified named application is started" (see 
col. 11, lines 49-67). 

As per claims 3 and 16, Serlet et al. teaches "automatically copying each file, in 
the at least one specified search directory, matching the specified file descriptor, to the 
specified target directory when the specified name application is started" (see col. 11, 
lines 49-67 and col. 7, lines 5-30). 

As per claims 4 and 15, Serlet et al. teaches "at least one specified target 
directory is a working directory of the specified named application" (see col. 9, lines 15- 
50). 

As per claim 6, Serlet et al. teaches "wherein the file descriptor is at least one of 
a file mask and a general named descriptor" (see col. 10, lines 4-44). 

A per claims 9-10, this claim is rejected on grounds corresponding to the 
arguments given above for rejected claim 1 and is similarly rejected including the 
following: 

- Serlet et al. teaches "selectable icon for a named application . . ." (see col. 2, 
lines 34-67 and col. 3, lines 1-17). 

As per claims 12-14, Serlet et al. teaches "moving back each of the moved files 
to each one of the specified at least one other directory" (see col. 6, lines 44-65). 

As per claims 17-18, this claim is rejected on grounds corresponding to the 
arguments given above for rejected claim 10 and is similarly rejected.
